released as part of the operations 
being performed by such insured, 
contractor or subcontractor; 

(ii) "Bodily injury" or "property damage" 
sustained within a building and 
caused by the release of gases, 
fumes or vapors from materials 
brought into that building in connec- 
tion with operations being performed 
by you or on your behalf by a con- 
tractor or subcontractor; or 

(hi) "Bodily injury" or "property damage" 
arising out of heat, smoke or fumes 
from a "hostile fire". 
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(e) At or from any premises, site or location 
on which any insured or any contractors 
or subcontractors working directly or in- 
directly on any insured's behalf are 
performing operations if the operations 
are to test for, monitor, clean up, re- 
move, contain, treat, detoxify or neu- 
tralize, or in any way respond to, or as- 
sess the effects of, "pollutants 1 ". 

(2) Any loss, cost or expense arising out of 
any: 

(a) Request, demand, order or statutory or 
regulatory requirement that any insured 
or others test for, monitor, clean up, re- 
move, conism, treat, detoxify or neu- 
tralize, or in any way respond to, or as- 
sess the effects of, "pollutants"; or 

(b) Claim or "suit" by or on behalf of a gov- 
ernmental authority for damages be- 
cause of testing for, monitoring, clean- 
ing up, removing, containing, treating, 
detoxifying or neutralizing, or in any way 
responding to, or assessing the effects 
of, "pollutants". 

However, this paragraph does not apply to 
liability for damages because of "property 
damage 1 ' that the insured would have in the 
absence of such request, demand, order or 
statutory or regulatory requirement, or such 
claim or "suit" by or on behalf of a govern- 
mental authority. 

g. Aircraft, Auto Or Watercraft 

"Bodily injury" or "property damage" arising out 
of the ownership, maintenance, use or en- 
trust ment to others of any aircraft, "auto" or 
watercraft owned or operated by or rented or 
loaned to any insured. Use includes operation 
and "loading or unloading". 

This exclusion applies even if the claims 
against any insured allege negligence or other 
wrongdoing in the supervision, hiring, em- 
ployment, training or monitoring of others by 
that insured, if the "occurrence" which caused 
the "bodily injury" or "property damage" in- 
volved the ownership, maintenance, use or 
entrustment to others of any aircraft, "auto" or 
watercraft that is owned or operated by or 
rented or loaned to any insured. 

This exclusion does not apply to: 

(1) A watercraft while ashore on premises you 
own or rent; 

(2) A watercraft you do not own that is: 

(a) Less than 26 feet long; and 

(b) Not being used to carry persons or 
property for a charge; 



(3) Parking an "auto" on, or on the ways next 
to, premises you own or rent, provided the 
"auto" is not owned by or rented or loaned 
to you or the insured; 

(4) Liability assumed under any "insured con- 
tract" for the ownership, maintenance or 
use of aircraft or v/atercraft; or 

{5} "Bodily injury" or "property damage*' arising 
out of the operation of any of the equip- 
ment listed in Paragraph f,(2) or t(Z) of the 
definition of "mobile equipment". 

h. Mobile Equipment 

"Bodily injury" or "property damage" arising out 
of: 

(1) The transportation of "mobile equipment" 
by an "auto" owned or operated by or 
rented or loaned to any insured; or 

(2) The use of "mobile equipment" in , or while 
in practice for, or while being prepared for, 
any prearranged racing, speed, demolition, 
or stunting activity. 



"Bodily injury" or "property damage" due to 
war, whether or not declared, or any act or 
condition incident to war. War includes civil 
war, insurrection, rebellion or revolution. This 
exclusion applies only to liability assumed un- 
der a contract or agreement, 

j- Damage To Property 

"Property damage" to: 

(1) Property you own, rent, or occupy, includ- 
ing any costs or expenses incurred by you, 
or any other person, organization or entity, 
for repair, replacement, enhancement, 
restoration or maintenance of such property 
for any reason, including prevention of in- 
jury to a person or damage to another's 
property; 

(2) Premises you sell, give away or abandon, if 
the "property damage" arises out of any 
part of those premises; 

(3) Property loaned to you; 

(4) Personal property m the care, custody or 
control of the insured; 

(5) That particular part of real property on 
which you or any contractors or subcon- 
tractors working directly or indirectly on 
your behalf are performing operations, if 
the "property damage" arises out of those 
operations; or 

{$) That particular part of any property that 
must be restored, repaired or replaced be- 
cause "your work" was incorrectly per- 
formed on it. 
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Paragraphs (1), (3) and (4) of this exclusion do 
nol apply to "property damage" (other than 
damage by fire) to premises, including the 
contents of such premises, rented to you for a 
period of 7 or fewer consecutive days. A sepa- 
rate limit of insurance applies to Damage To 
Premises Rented To You as described in Sec- 
tion til - Limits Of Insurance. 

Paragraph (2) of this exclusion does not apply 
if the premises are "your work* and were never 
occupied, rented or held for rental by you. 

Paragraphs (3), (4), (5) and (6) of this exclu- 
sion do not apply to liability assumed under a 
sidetrack agreement. 

Paragraph (6) of this exclusion does not apply 
to "property damage" included in the "prod- 
ucts-completed operations hazard". 

Damage To Your Product 

''Property damage" to "your product" arising 
out of it or any part of it. 

Damage To Your Work 

"Property damage" to "your work" arising out of 
it or any part of it and included in the "prod- 
ucts-completed operations hazard". 

This exclusion does not apply if the damaged 
work or the work out of which the damage 
arises was performed on your behaif by a sub- 
contractor. 

Damage To Impaired Property Or Property 
Not Physically injured 

"Property damage" to "impaired property" or 
property that has not been physically injured, 
arising out of: 

(1) A defect, deficiency, inadequacy or dan- 
gerous condition in "your product" or "your 
work"; or 

(2) A delay or failure by you or anyone acting 
on your behalf to perform a contract or 
agreement in accordance with its terms. 

This exclusion does not apply to the loss of 
use of other property arising out of sudden and 
accidental physical injury to "your product" or 
"your work" after it has been put to its intended 
use. 



n. Recatf Of Products, Work Or Impaired 
Property 

Damages claimed for any loss, cost or ex- 
pense incurred by you or others for the loss of 
use, withdrawal, recall, inspection, repair, re- 
placement, adjustment, removal or disposal of: 

(1) 'Your product"; 

(2) "Your work 1 '; or 

(3) "Impaired property"; 

if such product, work, or property is withdrawn 
or recalled from the market or from use by any 
person or organization because of a known or 
suspected defect, deficiency, inadequacy or 
dangerous condition in it. 

o. Persona! And Advertising injury 

"Bodily injury" arising out of "personal and ad- 
vertising injury". 

Exclusions c. through n. do not apply to damage 
by fire to premises while rented to you or tempo- 
rarily occupied by you with permission of the 
owner. A separate limit of insurance applies to this 
coverage as described in Section III - Limits Of 
Insurance. 
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1* Insuring Agreement 

a. We will pay those sums that the insured be- 
comes legally obligated to pay as damages 
because of "personal and advertising injury" to 
which this insurance applies. We will have the 
right and duty to defend the insured against 
any "suit" seeking those damages. However, 
we will have no duty to defend the insured 
against any "suit" seeking damages for "per- 
sonal and advertising injury" to which this in- 
surance does not apply. We may, at our dis- 
cretion, investigate any offense and settle any 
claim or "suit" that may result. But: 

(1) The amount we will pay for damages is 
limited as described in Section VI I - Limits

b. This insurance applies to "personal and adver- 
tising injury" caused by an offense arising out 
of your business but only if the offense was 
committed in the "coverage territory" during 
the policy period. 

2. Exclusions 

This insurance does not apply to: 

a. Knowing Violation Of Rights Of Another 

"Personal and advertising injury" caused by or 
at the direction of the insured with the knowl- 
edge that the act would violate the rights of 
another and would inflict "personal and adver- 
tising injury". 

b. Material Published With Knowledge Of 
Fafsity 

"Persona! and advertising injury" arising out of 
oral or written publication of material, if done 
by or at the direction of the insured with knowl- 
edge of its falsity. 



c. Material Published Pr 
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"Personal and advertising injury" arising out of 
oral or written publication of material whose 
first publication took place before the begin- 
ning of the policy period, 

d. Criminal Acts 

"Personal and advertising injury" arising out of 
a criminal act committed by or at the direction 
of the insured. 

e. Contractual Liability 

"Personal and advertising injury" for which the 
insured has assumed liability in a contract or 
agreement- This exclusion does not apply to li- 
ability for damages that the insured would 
have in the absence of the contract or agree- 
ment, 

f. Breach Of Contract 

"Personal and advertising injury" arising out of 
a breach of contract, except an implied con- 
tract to use another's advertising idea in your 
"advertisement".

Quality Or Performance Of Goods - Failure 
To Conform To Statements 

"Persona! and advertising injury" arising out of 
the failure of goods, products or services to 
conform with any statement of quality or per- 
formance made in your "advertisement". 

Wrong Description Of Prices 

"Personal and advertising injury" arising out of 
the wrong description of the price of goods, 
products or services stated in your "advertise- 
ment". 

Infringement Of Copyright, Patent, 
Trademark Or Trade Secret 

"Personal and advertising injury" arising out of 
the infringement of copyright, patent, trade- 
mark, trade secret or other intellectual property 
rights. 

However, this exclusion does not apply to in- 
fringement, in your "advertisement", of copy- 
right, trade dress or slogan. 

j. Insureds In Media And Internet Type 
Businesses 

"Personal and advertising injury" committed by 
an insured whose business is: 

(1) Advertising, broadcasting, publishing or 
telecasting; 

(2) Designing or determining content of web- 
sites for others; or 

(3) An internet search, access, content or 
service provider. 

However, this exclusion does not apply to 
Paragraphs 14.a„, b. and c. of "personal and 
advertising injury" under the Definitions Sec- 
tion. 

For the purposes of this exclusion, the placing 
of frames, bonders or links, or advertising, for 
you or others anywhere on the internet, is not 
by itself, considered the business of advertis- 
ing, broadcasting, publishing or telecasting. 

k. Electronic Chatrooms Or Bulletin Boards 

"Persona! and advertising injury" arising out of 
an electronic chatroom or bulletin board the in- 
sured hosts, owns, or over which the insured 
exercises control.

Product 

"Personal and advertising injury" arising out of 
the unauthorized use of another's name or 
product in your e-mail address, domain name 
or metatag, or any other similar tactics to mis- 
lead another's potential customers, 

m. Pollution 

"Personal and advertising injury*' arising out of 
the actual, alleged or threatened discharge, 
dispersal, seepage, migration, release or es- 
cape of "pollutants" at any time. 

n. Pollution-Related 

Any loss, cost or expense arising out of any: 

(1) Request, demand or order that any insured 
or others test for, monitor, clean up, re- 
move, contain, treat, detoxify or neutralize,

(2) Claim or suit by or on behalf of a govern- 
mental authority for damages because of 
testing for, monitoring, cleaning up, re- 
moving, containing, treating, detoxifying or 
neutralizing, or in any way responding to, or 
assessing the effects of, ^pollutants". 

COVERAGE C MEDICAL PAYMENTS

SUPPLEMENTARY PAYMENTS - COVERAGES A

b. A partnership or joint venture, you are an in- 
sured. Your members, your partners, and their 
spouses are also insureds, but only with re- 
spect to the conduct of your business. 

c. A limited liability company, you are an insured. 
Your members are also insureds, but only with 
respect to the conduct of your business. Your 
managers are insureds, but only with respect 
to their duties as your managers. 

d. An organization other than a partnership, joint 
venture or limited liability company, you are an 
insured. Your "executive officers* and directors 
are insureds, but only with respect to their du- 
ties as your officers or directors. Your stock- 
holders are also insureds, but only with respect 
to their liability as stockholders. 

e. A trust, you are an insured. Your trustees are 
also insureds, but only with respect to their du- 
ties as trustees. 

2. Each of the foliowing is also an insured; 

a, Your "volunteer workers" only while performing 
duties related to the conduct of your business, 
or your "employees", other than either your 
"executive officers* (if you are an organization 
other than a partnership, joint venture or lim- 
ited liability company) or your managers (if you 
are a limited liability company), but only for 
acts within the scope of their employment by 
you or while performing duties related to the 
conduct of your business. However, none of 
these "employees" or "volunteer workers" are 
insureds for:

(2) "Property damage" to property: 

(a) Owned, occupied or used by, 

(b) Rented to, in the care, custody or con- 
trol of, or over which physical control is 
being exercised for any purpose by 

you, any of your "employees", "volunteer 
workers", any partner or member (if you are 
a partnership or joint venture), or any 
member (if you are a limited liability com- 
pany). 

b. Any person (other than your "employee" or 
"volunteer worker), or any organization while 
acting as your real estate manager. 

c. Any person or organization having proper 
temporary custody of your property if you die, 
but only: 

(1) With respect to liability arising out of the 
maintenance or use of that property; and 

(2) Until your legal representative has been 
appointed. 

d. Your legal representative if you die, but only 
with respect to duties as such. That represen- 
tative will have all your rights and duties under 
this Coverage Part. 

With respect to "mobile equipment" registered in 
your name under any motor vehicle registration 
law, any person is an insured while driving such 
equipment along a public highway with your per- 
mission. Any other person or organization respon- 
sible for the conduct of such person is also an in- 
sured, but only with respect to liability arising out 
of the operation of the equipment, and only if no 
other insurance of any kind is available to that 
person or organization for this liability.

1. The Limits of insurance shown in the Declarations 
and the rules below fix the most we will pay re- 

a. Insureds; 

b. Claims made or "suits" brought; or 

c. Persons or organizations making claims or 
bringing "suits", 

2. The General Aggregate Limit is the most we will 
pay for the sum of; 

a. Medical expenses under Coverage C; 

b* Damages tinder Coverage A, except damages 
because of "bodily injury" or "property dam- 
age" included in the "products-completed op- 
erations hazard"; and 

c. Damages under Coverage B. 

3. The Products-Completed Operations Aggregate 
Limit is the most we will pay under Coverage A for 
damages because of "bodily injury" and "property 
damage" included in the "products-completed op- 
erations hazard", 

4. Subject to 2. above, the Personal and Advertising 
Injury Limit is the most we will pay under Cover- 
age B for the sum of all damages because of all 
"personal and advertising injury" sustained by any 
one person or organization. 



5. Subject to 2. or 3. above, whichever applies, the 
Each Occurrence Limit is the most we will pay for 
the sum of: 

a. Damages under Coverage A; and 

b. Medical expenses under Coverage C 

because of ail "bodily injury" and "property dam- 
age" arising out of any one "occurrence". 

6- Subject to 5. above, the Damage To Premises 
Rented To You Limit is the most we will pay under 
Coverage A for damages because of "property 
damage" to any one premises t while rented to 
you, or in the case of damage by fire, while rented 
to you or temporarily occupied by you with per- 
mission of the owner. 

7, Subject to 5, above, the Medical Expense Limit is 
the most we will pay under Coverage C for ail 
medical expenses because of "bodily injury" sus- 
tained by any one person. 

The Limits of insurance of this Coverage Part apply 
separately to each consecutive annual period and to 
any remaining period of less than 12 months, starting 
with the beginning of the policy period shown in the 
Declarations, unless the policy period is extended 
after issuance for an additional period of less than 12 
months. In that case, the additional period will be 
deemed part of the last preceding period for purposes 
of determining the Limits of Insurance. 

SECTION IV - COMMERCIAL GENERAL 
LIABILITY CONDITIONS 

1. Bankruptcy 

Bankruptcy or Insolvency of the insured or of the 
insured's estate will not relieve us of our obliga- 
tions under this Coverage Part. 

2. Duties In The Event Of Occurrence s Offense, 
Claim Or Suit 

a. You must see to it that we are notified as soon 
as practicable of an "occurrence 1 ' or an offense 
which may resuft in a claim. To the extent pos- 
sible, notice should include: 

(1) How, when and where the "occurrence" or 
offense took place; 

(2) The names and addresses of any injured 
persons and witnesses; and 

(3) The nature and location of any injury or 
damage arising out of the "occurrence" or 
offense. 
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b. If a claim is made or "suit" is brought against 
any insured, you must: 

(1) Immediately record the specifics of the 
claim or "suit" and the date received; and 

(2) Notify us as soon as practicable. 

You must see to it that we receive written no- 
tice of the claim or "suit* as soon as practica- 
ble. 

c. You and any other involved insured must: 

(1) Immediately send us copies of any de : 
mands, notices, summonses or legal pa- 
pers received in connection with the claim 
or "suit"; 

(2) Authorize us to obtain records and other 
information; 

(3) Cooperate with us in the investigation or 
settlement of the claim or defense against 
the "suit"; and 

(4) Assist us, upon our request, in the en- 
forcement of any right against any person 
or organization which may be liable to the 
insured because of injury or damage to 
which this insurance may also apply. 

d. No insured will, except at thai insured's own 
cost, voluntarily make a payment, assume any 
obligation, or incur any expense, other than for 
first aid, without our consent. 

3. Legal Action Against Us 

No person or organization has a right under this 
Coverage Part: 

a. To join us as a party or otherwise bring us into 
a "suit" asking for damages from an insured; or 

b. To sue us on this Coverage Part unless all of 
Its terms have been fully complied with. 

A person or organization may sue us to recover 
on an agreed settlement or on a final judgment 
against an insured; but we will not be liable for 
damages that are not payable under the terms of 
this Coverage Part or that are in excess of the ap- 
plicable limit of insurance.

Other Insurance 

If other valid and collectible insurance is available 
to the insured for a loss we cover under Cover- 
ages A or B of this Coverage Part, our obligations 
are limited as follows:
